and small merchant. 
Such developments, he asserted, 
mean an absolute denial to the 
younger generations of a free, up­ 
standing life. 
To combat the situ­ 
ation, he urged that the life of the 
world Jewry be reconstructed as a 
leading factor in the work of recon- 
I struction. 
He saw the United Jewish Appeal 
which Is seeking $3.250.000 in the 
United States as an appeal which is 
foreshadowing a prospect of build­ 
ing up a Jewish life in a Jewish land.
